175(a)(1), is that claim 1 requires, in part, "a plurality of converter chains" and "at least one 
remote control receiver unit, housed within said chassis, responsive to commands from individual remote 
controls associated with the individual television sets for controlling said converter chains and said at 
least one conditional access unit." Applicant believes that this claims less than patentee had the right to 
claim in the patent, and that the words "for controlling said converter chains" in claim 1 can be amended 
to "for controlling at least one converter chain," as reflected in new claim 22. 

All errors which arose in this application up to the time of filing this declaration arose without 
any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant.
